22, he was released, his terra haviug ex- 
piled.

but that in his person tho law had been 
ruthlessly trampled under foor, and ho \ 
stood before them the representative ol [ 
a constitution willfully violated and the 
dearest and moat cherished right ol 
American citizenship cast down and 
outraged. 
Air. Debs had been charged 


with contempt of court, for which he 
waa tried by the judge, the trial by jury 
having been denied him. Article 3, sec- 
tion 2, of- tho federal constitution dis- 
tinctly declares that "the trial of all- 
crimes, except-in cases of impeachment, 
shall be by jury, and snch trial shall be 
held in the state where the said ciiiaa 
shall hare been committed." It was tc 
this clause that Hr. Dobs referred—a 
provision ignored by the judge thai 
tried him—when ho spoke of. himself ai 
Che representative of outraged law. '

injunction and the punishment of Debs 
for disobeying it mark a distinct and 
Tadical departure in tho process of gov- 
ernment by the United States from the 
old. landmarks which before that had 
blazed its pathway.

thing as a federal judge issuing an in- 
junction to interfere with tho proceed- 
Ings of a strike.was nqheard of, and 
such n thing as federal troops being sen' 
into n state without a call from its gov- 
ernor to suppress riot or tumult had not 
then been written in its history. It may 
be remembered that Governor Altgeld 
of Illinois not only did not ask for fed- 
oral soldiers, but he plainly told the 
president that the state troops-were am- 
ple for the emergency; nevertheless the 
federal soldiers were sent in, and they 
•were tho chief instrumentality in bring- 
ing the strike to an end. 


When Debs and his co-offenders wera 


on trial for violating the injunction. 
Judge Woods did not assume that the 
authority to issue it was based on the 
clauses' in the constitution which give 
to congress tho power to regulate com- 
merce between the states and to estab- 
lish postroads. He rummaged amid (he 
.dusty relics of the common law and 
2shed out what centuries ago was known 
as the doctrine of purprestnre—a rule or 
doctrine so completely in disuse in this 
country that when the judge invoked it 
nine out of ten of its lawyers were com- 
pelled to refer to the law dictionaries to 
learn its meaning, and upon the claim 
that Debs had done violence to the Itvw 
of -purprestnre he sustained the injunc- 
tion and sentenced him for its violation. 


• The supreme court treated this poj 
sitidii 'of -'Judge Woods with the-Con- 
tempt which it merited, but it sustained 
his sentence of Debs upon the grounds 
which revolutionized the law nnd insti- 
tuted, instead of the statutes to punish 
and- the jury of the constitution, the 
•will of a judge both as to the declara- 
.tion of a crime and the extent and'nB- 
tnre of the punishment for its cormniS' 
sion.

In Aurora it -was found that a large 


corporation, composed of the leading 
capitalists of the city, had for yean 
drawn their dividends from the toil ol 
little children in a great cotton mill. 
These stockholders lire men of good re 
pnte. Many of them are actively identi- 
fied with educational and benovoleul 
enterprises that exemplify the highest 
ideals of citizenship. 


The same can doubtless be said of the 


members of the glass company at Alton, 
which is accused of employing hundreds 
of children under 14 years of age in 
violation of state law. Many of the 
members of those corporations are nol I 
actively identilicd with the management 
of the concerns,'and hence they will 
disclaim all responsibility. Accusing 
them of criminal complicity in the 
prostitution of childhood to satisfy mer- 
cenary greed would meet with indig- 
nant denial. And yet there is probablj 
no record on the books of these corpora- 
tions of any stockholder indignantly re- 
fusing his quarterly dividend because it!

Thara is there- 
fore no such thing as on unjustifiable 
boycott.' -It can only bo wise or foolish. 
On ethical grounds no fault- can be 
found with it. Then it is only'necessary 
to consider it from the standpoint of ex- 
pediency. Since the idea of equal righta 
is not always admitted as a tost, it will 
be well to .examine the objections to 
boycotting in detail. • This- one is often 
made, "No one hasaright to threaten. " 
This- sounds plausible and Eilences 
many a boycotler on-hearing it.

why hao not a man a right, to threaten? 
The answer to this, depends on vhat the 
threat is, for a man has a right to 
threaten what he has a right to do. The 
threat is wrong when the act threaten- 
ed is wrong, not otherwise. 
; If I stop buying groceries of a certain 
firm, I am within my right in so doing. 
To deny this means I must always buy 
of one grocer. My neighbor also has the 
right to stop.. We are not.rnoving out of 
our legitimate sphere when we transfer 
our patronage to some one else, and w.o 
can tell the.grocer so, if we wish.

The defendants ivere found guilty of 


murder in.the second degree. The killing 
took place in resisting an attempt to ar- 
ru.sc them on a charge of rolibery, made 
by the deceased. The attempt to arrest 
was made by Constable Livingston, and as 
it did not appear at tlie trial that he bad a 
warrant or that a feluny had . hten com- 
mitted in fact, it became material to sho\v 
Unit he «pas a constable or police officer. 
The only question before the supreme 
court concerned the competency and suf- 
ficiency of the evidence on this point. The 
evidence offered was the record of the 
town meeting at ivhich Livingston ivos 
elected constable, and the testimony oE a 
selectman, the clerk of the board, \vlio 
produced their records, showing the ap- 
pointment of Livingston fis special .police 
officer, couuled with Livingston's testi- 
mony on tilts same point. 


The court considers at some length the 


objections made to the legality of the 
town meeting, but linds that the meeting 
was legally called and held, and tliat the 
consi-ables were legally elected; 
if also 


finds that Livingston had authority to 
make t.he arrest.

years after their mnrringe. Ha" was a 
member of Kilwinning lodge of Masons.

Bradt who was drowned in Leach's pond 
and his death will .cause great comment 
from the fact that tragic deaths have fol- 
lowed the Bradt family in a most striking 
manner.

ANALYZED THOM ETHICAL AND 


PEACTICAL STANDPOINTS. 


Answering Objection* to tlio "Use of Tlili 


Powerfnl Weapon—Tne E-iclit to Ketuae 
to Buy and to Get Others to Support 
yonr Position Ia Sound. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


In the struggle for better conditions 


there is a great difference of opinion as 
to what is wanted. When, after almost 
endless discussion, a certain object is i 
seen to be desirable, a new discussion! 
springs np. 
How can", it be gained? Are i 


.there several ways, and which is the-; 
quickest? 
Oppression must be resisted. ! 


What is the most effective weapon of I 
resistance? To my mind-passive resist- j 
ance is the greatest'when the "fight is a 
defensive one and the boycott is tha 
best when we must take the initiative. 
Neither is appreciated as it should, be, 
because its merits have not been suf- 
ficiently considered. 


- 
Boycotting is looked upon very mnch 


like -a blub or a pistol Courts pronounce 
it illegal and boycotters are imprisoned. 
When the plea ia mado for thnir release, 
it is oftener on the ground that they 
were working for a good object than 
that they had.a perfect right to boycott 
as often and as Icng as they pleased. 
Thus do boyoottors often weaten their . 
case; where, if they stood out boldly, it I 
would hasten their recognition. 


The unpopularity of the boycott rests 


on a confusion of thought regarding the 
rights of tlie individual. If wo say only 
thusa actions should be punished as 
crimes which are infringements on the 
rights of individuals, we see instantly 
that the boycott is not an infringement 
and therefore no crime. There is there-' 
fore no such thing as" on nnjustifiable 
boycott. It can only be wise or foolish. 
On ethical grounds no fault can be 
found with it. Then it is only necessary 
to consider it from the standpoint of ex- 
pediency. Since the idea of equal rightn 
is not always admitted as a test, it will 
bo well to esamina the objections to 
boycotting in detail. 
This one is often 


made/"No one has'a right to threaten." 
This 
sounds plausible and silences 


many a boycotter on hearing it. 
But 


why haa not a man a right to threaten? 
The answer to this depends on what the 
threat is, for. a man has a right to 
threaten what he has a right to do. Tha 
threat is wrong when tha act threaten- 
ed is wrong, not otherwise. 
' If I stop buying groceries of a certain 
firm, I am within my right in so doing. 
To deny this.means I must always buy 
of one grocer. My neighbor also has tha 
right to stop. Wo are not moving out o£ 
our legitimate sphere wheu we transfer 
our patronage to some one else, and wo 
can tell the grocer so if we wish. On 
the other hand, we need give no'reason. 
We can quit for any reason and for no 
reason. 
If 2 can quit, 20 can, rind so 


can 2,000. No one engaged in business 
can. claim a right to customers. 
They 


belong to the firm only during their own 
good pleasure. 
Were_this not so, every 


business man could claim for all time 
the customer who.once patronized him. 


To withhold patronage is therefore a 


right, and to tell why it is withheld is 
also a right. Jrom this it is a perfectly 
logical deduction that wo can say on 
what condition wo will resume, and we 
can make that condition what wa will. 


Trade unionists and other users of the 


boycott need never speak of it in an 
apologetic tone, for none of the means 
they use is as clearly defensible us this 
one. 


The ethical side being established, we 


can now consider its practical applica- 
tion. Here its peculiar advantage is seen, 
when compared with other weapons. 
It is self acting andean bring about cer- 
tain results. 
When the results are at- i 


tained, it immediately ceases. " , 
I 


The boycott should never be hastily I 


or thoughtlessly used. 
Its effectiveness 


depends largely on the care with which 
it is brought into play. If used unwise- 
ly, it is a..boomerang that will injure 
the boycotter more than the boycottee ; 
in fact, it may redound to the positive 
advantage of tha "latter. It therefore 
carries within itself the penalty for its 
unwise use. This will tend to make 
those using it very careful and dis- 
courage all attempts to use it for any but 
the best of reasons. Its effectiveness, 
however, when it is used will mate all 
antisocial people sufficiently afraid o£ 
it so that it will hava to ba brought into 
play less and less often. 


There are many evils today which 


legislation has tried to reach again and 
again, but in vain, and which d good 
boycott,' effectively pushed, would havo 
put an end to. 


Tha prejudice against the boycott has 


been kept alive by capitalistic writers, i 
because' they know full well with what 
disastrous ' results it could ba used 
against them. 
Hardly a thing said or 


done by labor people- seems in such bad 
odor, yet no method is so valuable, so 
fruitful of results, so easily and cheaply 
put into operation. It is labor's greatest 
weapon.
